CABLE TAKEN OVER. 

The fact that the former Ger- 
man-operated cable from Shang- 
haji, China, which passes through 
Yap, was taken over by Japan 
and its oriental terminus removed 
to Tokio, was another occasion for 
the American protest. Control 
over Yap by Japan was granted by 


7, 1919, when it was decided that 
the mandate for the Pacific islands 
north of the equator formerly be- 
longing to Germany should be 
awarded to the Tokio government 
and the mandate for those south 
of the equator to Australia and 
New Zealand. 

It is not generally known that 
the island of Yap was originally 
called Guap or Wap, a cognomen 
given by Spanish navigators, who 
discovered it in the sixteenth cen- 
Until 1885 Yap, like all the 
other of the Carolines, was owned 
by Spain. Germany at this time 
cast covetous eyes upon Yap, rea- 
lizing that it was well situated for 
communication with Japan, China, 
the Philippines, the Dutch East 
Indies and New Guinea and that 
it was a convenient station on the 
trans-Pacific route via Honolulu 
to San Francisco. 

Suiting action to desire the Ger- 
man gunboat IItis, in that year, 
raised the German flag on Yap 
and other islands. It created con- 
siderable excitement in Madrid and 
an appeal was made to the Vatican 
with the result that the Pope de- 
cided in favor of the Spanish sov- 
ereignty. Fourteen years later, 
after the Spanish-American War, 
Spain sold the Carolines, including 
Yap and the Pelew, and all of the 
Marianne (Ladrone) islands except 
Guam, to Germany for $4,200,000. 
The United States had acquired 


Guam from Spain in 1898. It is 
360 miles from Yap. 
The importance of Yap and 


Guam as cable bases is shown by 
the fact that today an all-Amert- 
ean cable runs from San Fran- 
cisco via Honolulu, Guam and Man- 
lla to Shanghai, while from Guam 
another cable, the southern part 
under American control, the north- 
ern under Japanese, goes direct 
to Yokahoma.

Throng Attracted by Blaze 
Hampers Fire Fighters. 


Twenty Thousand is 
Says Secretary Wiggins. 
Dragged hallways filled” 


with smoke and water, over 5600 
men and women were rescued by 
men from the burning Chamber of 
Commerce Bullding at 120 South 
Broadway yesterday afternoon. 
Most of the women were carried 
down ladders placed against the 


| building by the fire fighters, while 
the men made thelr own Way to 
the pavement after having been 


directed to fire escapes. 

Fifty persons, mostly young 
women, were trapped on the fire 
escape in the rear of the building. 
The distance between the end of 
the fire escape and the roof below 
was eighteen feet, too far for the 
terrified women to jump. For 
twenty minutes they clung to the 
fire escape until Oscar H. Simon. a 
commercial photographer at 183 
South Spring street, two 
ladders against the wall for the 
women to descend. 

Down ropes, ladders, fire escapes, 
elevators and stairways many of 
the men and women employed in 
the Chamber of Commerce offices 
on the second and third floors of 
the building, with office worgeers 
from the other four floors reached 
the street in safety. A few ‘from 
the fourth dnd fifth floors made 


their way to the top of the build- 


ing and escaped over the roof to 
the buildings on both sides. 
The fire which had its origin in 
a tin waste basket in the rear of 
the cham ber's motion-picture 
projecting-room, gutted the lec- 


ture-room, spoiled all the “tinting 
in the main portion of the build-' 
ing wecupied by the Chamber of 
Commerce offices and destroyed an 


electrical display. The loss to the | 
building was estimated by Capt. 


Enos of the fire department at 
$4500, while the total loss was 
placed by Secretary Wiggins of 
the chamber at about $20,000.

Two fire-escape doors on the 
fourth and fifth floors of the 
building were foupd locked when 
persons attempted to leave the 
building. One of them was 
broken open by Mra. K. F. Wil- 
kinson and three other women, 
all employed in the offices in the 
building, when they found escape 
cut off by way of the elevators 
and stairways. 

According to Fire Chief Scott 
the fre was prevented from 
spreading by the quick thought of 
Fireman W. A. Stokes of engine 


company No. 3, who rushed into 
the burning building with a small 
hose and sprayed the blazing 
room until other lines could be 
laid. His clothing was burning 
when he was dragged out by his 
fellow firemen. He was unin- 
jured. 

While the fire was confined to 
the Chamber of Commerce portion 
of the building, smoke filled all of 


the offices in the building in 


dense clouds. 

The fire was discovered by Ka- 
gar Anderson of 4244 East Third 
street, who was operating a mo- 
tion-picture camera in the project- 
ing room. A picture of Kern 
county was being shown to a crowd 
of about fifty persons seated in the 
lecturesroom. Anderson warned 
everyone to leave the building at 
once and then yelled for help. 
A. W. Poole, John D. Maxfield, 
manager of the fire prevention de- 
partment of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Secretary Wiggins as- 
sisted in cKaring the building. Mr. 
Wiggins mained in the smoke- 
filled rooms until he was forced to 
leave by way of a fire ladder by a 
police officer who feared that he 
would be overcome with smoke.

Meighan has a romantic, one 
might say. heroic. note in his work 
that really should entitle him to 
some roles of far greater scope 
and significance than those of the 
light comedies and dramas in 
which he ts or@tnarily cast. 

When the play with the historic- 
romantic background returns to 
its proper place in the American 
studio, there will be many really 
great roles with which Meighan’'s 
personality will associate itself 
unless I mistake my guess.

Told by Captain. 


Fishing Craft Back After 
Bond. 


American Vessel Accused of 
liding Lati 


The fishing boat Mabel of Los 
Angeles Harbor arrived home yes- 
terday after having been detained 
a week by Mexicans. Capt. Jacob 
Berntsen told of having been 
confined two days in the jail at 
Ensenada while his crew of eight 
men were confined aboard their 
vessel. The vessel and crew were 


released by the Mexicans after the 
payment of a large fine for as- 
serted fishing in Mexican waters 
without a license. 

Capt. Berntsen told of his vessel 
being raked by bullets from a ma- 
chine gun aboard a fishing boat 
krom San Diego, which had taken 
aboard nine Mexican soldiers. He 
said the Mexicans used the butts 
of their rifles on his sailors after 
his boat had been boarded and 
that all effeets of the American 
fishermen had been stolen. The 
boat was seized off Ensenada the 
4th inst. 

Although the Mexican gunboat 
Tecate played a prominent part in 
the arrest of the Mabel’s crew, 
the American fishing boat from 
San Diego, the Olga D., manned 
by an American crew, Mexican 
soldiers and a machine gun, were 
responsible for the reported out- 
rages on Capt. Berntsen and his 
crew, the latter declared yester- 
day upon his arrival here. 


SEIZED AT SEA. 


The Mabel was five miles out to 
sea, the captain says, when the 
Olga D. and the Tecate overhauled 
her. The first intimation Capt. 
Berntsen had that either boat was 
hostile was when the Olga D. fired 
five shots at the Mabel from the 
machine gun, the captain said. 
That no one was struck by the fly- 
ing bullets is a miracle, he de- 
clared. 

Boarding the Mabel, the nine sol- 
diers from the Olga D. placed the 
captain and crew under arrest and 
directed Capt. Berntsen and the 
engineer, Inar Jell, to start for 
Ensenada. Jell did not respond 
to the order quickly enough to suit 
the soldiers and one of them struck 
the engineer across the back with 
the butt of his rifle, inflicting pain- 
ful injuries, Capt. Berntsen stated. 
After two days in Ensenada jail 
Capt. Berntsen was released from

to charges of carrying contraban 
arms and violating Mexican fishing 
laws. The bond was put up by
